Whie then faith he not heere, 
T heis wordes , he that exhorteth , on exhortation, ſhowe 
and teach the nature and office of the Paſtor, as th'o- 
therdid of the Door? Sawe he the vanitic of his 
former ſpeech,and therefore thought beſt to be ſilent 
nowe * But neceſlarilic to vnd d,and to yrter 
thinges is one, and the ſame matter.

Then howegreat, and not onlie 
great , but rich, wealthie, and populous belides had 
cuerie pariſh need to be,that is to maintaine ſo manie 
companies of poore officers , beſides the huge nom- 
ber of poore, ficke , impotent, fatherleſſe, and ſtran- 
gers * yea, beſides the ſondrie fortes of Ecclel. offi 
cers, Paſtors , Doctors , Elders , and Deacons ; who 
hauing ſeueral offices for the publique benefit, wher.

Againe, whereas he faith , Herebie Al the ſecret and 
miſchienous deniſes againſt her Mateities roial . on , 4- 
gainſt Religion, and the whole Hate , might eaſclie be tried 
ſearched-out , by the diligent and wiſe ſearch of the El- 
ders in exerie Church, Againe, Alſecret conſpiracies might 
eaſclie in time be prexented , and ſuch attemptes either by 
Eccleſ. cenſure , or cimil correttion of the Magiſtrate be alts- 
gether quenched: 1 take it the vanitie of theis boaſtinges 
maie appeare both by the wordes going next imme- 
diatlic afore , and in thoſe which immediatlic enſue.

Her 
Maicſtie therefore, we muſt obſerue, her honorable 
Counſel , and the whole Realme ſhal ſtil be in dan- 
ger, and fubic& ro traiterous res,and miſchie- 
uous confpiracies.(though euerie Pariſh hane theis 
officers); butyect ſhal liue in much more falferie, and 
ſecuritic than nowetheie do . Which is litle, yea (be- 
ing rightlie{canned) nothing to the poi affirmed. | 

intimation-that of al perſons the whole 
Realme ouer, both the Lord ſhould trulic be wor- 
ſhipped, and her Maicſtic in vnfained ſimplicitie re- 
uerenced,and with good-wil from the hart be loued, 
is vtterlie vnrrue . Theisthinges are to be wiſhed, but 
that theie maie be hoped for in this world , no teſti- 
monie of Scripture doth bring the leaſte ſurmilſe.

And where-as hefaith, as nowe thinges are, good 
lawes are tranſ-greſied, and noman accuſed (*) , it is i 
ſpeechthatal Courtes, gouernors; and ſubiedtes of 
capacitie the whole kingdome ouer, maie and wil 
reproue as wiked, and ful ſclanderous. 

But be it thatal were true that our Autordoth 
notize, and the gouerment ſhould be ſo good as 
good m—_—_ wo thinges to be obſer- 
ved ,namelic the Gouerment, and the Gouemors 

of 
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oftheſarhe. The gouerment maie be good, but the 

uernors as men are ſubiettro offending , & what- 
Pever tentations mar is open vnto; and though 
theie continue good, yet others not of theirqualities 
maie ſucceed them ,as Tyrans haue ſucceeded good 
Princes, and wiked Popes the ſyncere Apoſtles, to 
as great, and happelic ( tor the moreeuil men in auc- 
toritie the wortle ) ro more damage to the Church 
than nowe. 

Andthough men were, as theie ſhould be, ſingu- 
larlie righteous, and could not ſlide, and we were 
ſure alſo the ſucceſſors would trace the ſteps of their 
godlic przdeceſſors : where be thoſe good men that 
are to cn the raines of this ſo waightie gouer- 
ment ? Nowe, faith our AuQtor (*), im ſome congrega- 
tions wiſe and graue men maic, and after teaching and ex- 
horting , might manie moe be appointed . Butthe gouer- 
ment 15 general for al places and rymes. By his words 
then but in ſome places there be ſuch wiſe and graue 
men: afterward he confeſſeth by teaching and exhor- 
ting there might bemanie moe,butyet neuer enough 
ſoundlie to beare the burden ofthe Churches regi- 
ment in eucrie particular Pariſh , wherebie it wil fal 
out that ſome Co tions mighrbe ſo prouided 
for; but manie, and the moſte either by inſufficient 
Elders il gouerned, which is il; or for want of Elders, 
not gouernedat al, which is worſle, or gouerned-by 
thoſe fewe good men which anie where can be 
founde, which deſtroieth vtterlic what-ſouer in this 
Frutful Sermon hath bine mentioned of a perpetual 
reliance of ſuch Elders in eucrie Congregation.
